Sun’s Troops Force 


On the 24th. instant, I spent 
sometime with e member ofChan 
Hing-twning’s staf, studying a 
map end the various positions 
of the two armies along this 
front. I asked what would be the 
result if General Hsa Sung-cbi, 
instead of making another frontal 
attack on Shiushow, struck at Ms 
Pe or Wushek. (These are two 
places below Shiuchow or the 
railxay line). Pointing to several 
mountain ranges, be said:~"“You 
see these heights? Every noint is 
occupied .by our troops. They 
command all the roads to the 
railway line.” He also made the 
emphatic remark that “there is 
no chance of General Hsu getting 
through that way.”” Bub yester- 
day I received information that 
the passes hed been forced and 
that General Hsu's men are with- 
in three miles of Ma, Ps. If this 
place is taken and held, then 
General Yung’s line of com- 
munication will be cut and his 
headquarters atShiuchow render- 
ed useless. .. . 

Yesterday I received reliable 
information from one who had 
visited General Hsu’s headquar- 
tera at Taai Kiu to the effect that 
reinforce ments of mensad munit- 
ions bad come from Kong Sai, 
also that the troops were weil fed 
and cheerful and are preparing 
for further attacks on Shiuchow. 

The people ia the city aramore 
“jumpy” than they were 8 few 
days ago and one hears whispers 
of fear that the city will be looted 
again before Chan's troaps move 
ont and Sun’s troops move in.

| THE REPARATIONS PROBLEM. 


I . London, Juiy 29. 

A discussion has been proceeding in the Anglo-French Press 
for a weex past on the subject of the forthcoming Reparations 
‘meeting in Londen of Mr. Lloyd George and M. Poincare, in which 
Laly and Belgium are also expected to participate. [t imdicates the 
Importancé attached to the Conferense, which may prove to be the 
tarning peint im the Reparations questicn. 

It,i3 neteworthy that when the Eritish first proposed to 
accelerate the date of the Conference in view of the German 
request for a moratorium, there was no hurry’on the Freneh side 
to respond, but mow that the Italian Cabinet erisis threatens to 
postpone conversations (September Ist is even sngyested) there 
Ig an oukberss of annoyance from the French Press at the prospe:t 
of delay. SI. Poincare, hitherto averse to conferences, is now most 
anxious that the meeting in London be nor postponed beyond August 
Ist. The fact is-that the tumbling Mark threatens a general col- 
Ispse of tha exchanges. with calamitous economi: results, and 
France is alarmed at her_finaccial sitvation and is auxions for a 
permanent solution. 

The French proposal, however, that Britain cancel France's 
debts and abandon claims on Germany evokes little onthasiasm in 
the British Press. Even newspapers that advocate a general 
liquidation of debts point out that so long as the United States 


s 


does not abandon her claims on Britain, the latter witl be shortly. 


Hable to pay her annual tribute of £50,000,000 to America, namely, 
interest on debt incurred on bebalf of Britain’s Allies ‘with a com- 
pensatory guarantee of European settlement. Such papers talk of 
the abandonment of occupation of the Rhineland as a quid pro quo, 
whit manifestoes published oy the Federation of British Industries 
and the National Association of Merchants and, Manufacturers, of 
which Lords Aberconway, Cowdray. and Leverhuime are Vice- 
Presidents, demand rot merely drastic reductions in Reparations 
but urge the British Government not +0 surrender ite rignts unless 
Substantial concessions are forthcoming, including a redaction in 
tariffs on the part of the Allied countries which desire cancellation 
of their obligations. To such proncuncements the French Press 
retorts threatening that France will act alone against the recalcitrant 
debtor unless an agreement iz reached before August 15th when 
the next German instalment is due. . . 


GERMAN DUPLICITY AT STETTIN.

Guiding “Beam Can Be 
Flashed 100 Miles, 


<A Now York report af June 20 
states :—Signor Guzlielmo Mer. 
coni, wonder man of wireless, to- 
night announced the invention of 
what might be termed a radio 
searchlight, by means of whick 
radio waves, which can be re 
flected like light waves, may bs 
sent in a given direction in a 
beam, instead of being acattered 
to all points of the compass. 


The famous Italian said he 


believed thia invention could be- 


vtilized in such a manner as to 
rid .the sex of some of its 
terrors, for with a revolving 
reflector the transmitter. would 
constitute a ratio lighthouse, 
capable of flashing guiding 
beams nearly = hundred miles. 


Addressing a joint meeting of 
the Institute of Hedio Engineers 
and ‘the American Inatitute of 
Electrical, Engineers on bis latest: 
discoveries, the inventor said of 
the proposed radio lighthouse: 


“By means of the revolving 
beam of electrical radiation, it is 
possible for ahips, when within a 
certain distance to ascertain in 
thick weather, the bearing and 
position of the lighthouse. One 
further greater advantage would 
be that it would be able to give 
warning of the presence and bear- 
ing of ships, even should these 
ships be unprovided with aby 
kind of radio.” 


OF around-the-world wireless, 
be said, he had obtained tesults 
“which go far toshow the relative 


- facility with which radio signals 


can now be sent from England to 
Australia and seem to indicate 
that there is something in the 
idea of the wireless waves trave]- 
ling around the earty by various 
waps and reuniting at the 
Antipodes.” 

He declared: that. the great 
station built by the Racio Cor- 
poration of America at Port 
Jefferson, Long Island, the most 
powertul on this continent, sent 
waves that “preferred ta traval 
three-quarters of the way around 
the earth, rather than, to come by 
the shortest way round.” 


“Disturbances caused by static 
can be said to be almost’ non- 
existing and the only interference 
comes. from the ignition appara- 
tus of automobile and motor 
boats.” “Incicentally,” he added, 
“To might mention that’ one of 
these short-wave receivers. will 
act as an accurate device for 
testing whether or sot one’s 
ignition system is working all 
right." .

LORD BALFOUR'S MAIDEN 
SPEECH. 


—— 


Defence of Britain’s Palestine 
Policy. 
The Earl of Balfour made his 


uncommoninterest, and with on 
unfortunate result, writes the 
Parliamentary Correspondent of 
the Paily  CAroniele. The 
Diebards of the Howse did not 
treat him kindly. He bed to 
reply toa motion from Lord Is- 
lington (known to a previous 
House of Commonsas Sir Joho 
Dickson-Posnder), condemning 
the Mandate for Palestina on the 
grounds that it violsted pledges 
given by the Government to the 
people of Palestine and was op- 


posed ta the wishes of the ma-- 


jority of that people, and that 
therefore its acceptance by the 
Council of the Leagde of Nations 
should be postponed untit it was 
modified by being madeto comply 
with pledges” given by his 
Majesty's Government, 


MANDATE APPROVED. 


Lord Balfour did not find him- |p, 


selfin a friendly atmosphere in 
replying, although theirlordships 
gave him a hearty cheer at the 


ontset.. Hedealt with the paints 


of Lord Istington’s indictment 
seriatim, remarking that the ex- 
isting mandate was supported br 
America aod the other arsociated 
sod Allied Powers, with tte 
assent and spprovalof the League 
of Nations. 

Lord Islington, he said. had 
declared thet it. wasimpossible to 
establish a Jewish home tn Pales- 
tine winou! giving tothe Jawish 
organisation political powers over 
the Arab races. That was a poor 
compliment to the British Govern- 
ment and the Leagueof Nations. 

“Undor the British mandate, no 
form of tyranoy,racial orreligious, 
will ever, be permitted,” he dec- 
lared with an earnest gesture. 

Lord Balfour defended the 
Rutenberg concessions, and said 
the whole scheme had. bean ax- 
amined in the most critical spirit 
by the experts of the Colonix} 
Office.

He submitted that 
this wasn partial solution of the 
great Jewish problem, and ina 
fine peroration declared. " We , 
are giving the Jews something of , 
a local habitation and a homer 
where they may develop in peace

PEACE FEELERS IN 1917. 


German-American 
Conversations. 


The frame of mind of the Ger- 
men Government in the autamn 
of 1917, and the broad principles 
upon which they would have been 
prepared to base negotiations for 
peace, even while the German 

. Headquarters Staff were develop- 
ing-plans for the great offensive 
-on the 3omme in the spring of 
1918. has bedn disclosed to the 
Paris Correspondent of the Seu 
York Ferald by Dr. Robert Moore, 
of Philadelphia, who is now in 
Paris. 

Dr. Moore claims to have been 
present at onoticial negotiations 
for peace which were carried on 
at Zurich over a period of six 
months in the winter of 1917-1918 
between Mr. Harold F..McCor- 
mick, then head of. the [nterna- 
tional Harvester Company. and 
Herr von Haniel, on behalf of the 
German Government. Hedeclares 
that these uacificial conversations 
took place in the laboratory of 
Herr Nathan,a millianaire chemi- 
esl manufacturer in Switzerland, 
who was instrumental in bringing 
Mr. McCormick and Herr von 

. Haniel together. 

The German Government had, 
apparently, some misgivings as 
to whether their great offensive 
would work out according to plex.

SHIP SUBSIDY BILL UNDER FIRE 

Washingtor, July 18.—Senator 
Fietoher, the ramkizg domoeratof 
the Senate commerce committee, 
to-day attacked the ship subsidy 
bill. He said the povernasnt 
proposed to make a loan to ship 
parchasers at rates lower than 
those the govarnmenbitself could 
oblaiz, aud that he thought the 
Standard Oil, U aited States Steal, 
United Frit companies aod 
others maintaining fleets would 
escape all taxes on shipping ue- 
der tke proposed . mesure. 
Senator Fletcher asserted further 
‘thas the bill would give the 
United States shipping board ‘the 
power of life and death over aay 
shipping companys and tho priv- 
ilege of building up or destroytag 
ports. “* The vision ofa merchant 
roarige, growiog ontof the mirage 
of a subsidy, means wreckage,” 
the senetor sai@.

40 
percent, and also suggested that 
the so-called collection coromis- 
sion sbould be discontinued, 
which Taster proposal was not” 
opposed by the association of 
brokers. As the authority eon- 
cerned in the matter, the Swedish 
Board of Trade, ageording to the 
Svensk Handetatidning, has mow 
recommended the prolongation of 
the authorised charges for one 
year ss from July Ist. with a 
reduction of 25 per cent, and 
that, the collection commission 
should be abandoned. 
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
